Further consideration needs to be given to the newly presented arguments, "using the encryption history" or using the prior bytes of the 
stream, such features do not appear to be part of the claims. Further, a "complete stream" is nothing else than a "block", thus the invention 
could be referring to block ciphering. Under such interpretation, block ciphering under DES teaches "using the history", i.e. Cipher-block 
chaining (CBC) mode where each block is X-ORed with the previous ciphertext, providing dependency from the previous blocks (history). 

The equations, considered broadly, according to the MPEP, and based on the specification, ARE OR PERFORM the operations rotation 
and exclusive OR, as Takaragi does. 

Regarding the equations, and the "not bit-wise allocation", Examiner still maintains that Takaragi teaches these features, see previous 
Office Action, a 64-bit input data and a 32-bit input data (96-bit input data) is expanded to 128-bit output data. There is a difference of 32 
bits, i.e. there is "no byte-wise allocation between input and output data occurs" (col. 5, lines 4-35). 
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
